giant Volvo excavator will 
hit the last strike at Games 
nd Lanes this week. 

“Its been a long time,’ re- 
marked David Peter, who pur- 
chased the contaminated site on 
Walnut Street Extension last year.

The beginning of the end came 
around 10:25 a.m. Monday, July 
31, when workers began knock- 
ing down the longtime eyesore. 
The bucket at the end of the exca- 
vator’s long arm punched holes in 
the roof above the bowling alley, 
on the north end of the building, 
before beginning to tug at the 
wooden wall. Before long, day- 
light streamed into the building 
and the excavator could begin 
picking apart the first of several 
wooden trusses that held up the 
roof.

Merchants worry about construction impact

It isnt just commuters who are 
worried about the Morgan-Sullivan 
Bridge reconstruction. 

The owners of commercial prop- 
erties near the Route 147 bridge are 
anxious, too — about land takings to 
accommodate wider roads, but par- 
ticularly about lost business as their 
customers try to avoid the congested 
work zone. 

A few property owners brought 
their concerns to the City Council's 
Administrative Subcommittee on 
Monday. Gary Block, who owns a jew-

elry store on Walnut Street, and Eric 
Meyers, who recently opened a laun- 
dry business in the former Dunkin’ 
Donuts shop adjacent to the bridge, 
said they know they will lose business 
during the roadwork, but are con- 
cerned that Agawam Police will make 
life even harder for them. 

“I know were going to get hurt, 
said Block. “This is not going to be 
easy for the small group of people 
that will be affected’ 

Block said that during under- 
ground utility work earlier this sum- 
mer, Walnut Street in front his shop 
was reduced to one lane and police 
were detailed to direct traffic. Police 


were “not pleasant” with his custom- 
ers and made it difficult for them to 
access his shop, he said. The experi- 
ence was “a nightmare, Block said. 

Former City Councilor Robert 
Magovern said he tried to patronize 
a Walnut Street business during the 
utility work and also found the police 
to be “not polite’ 

Police Chief Eric Gillis, who did 
not attend the July 31 meeting, said 
the next day that his officers make the 
decision to close a road based solely 
on public safety reasons, and if they 
tell a driver not to go somewhere, it 
is for safety. 
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DPW supt.: Flooded roads an act of nature 


Not all problem areas need costly fixes to town's stormwater system

Street flooding is an issue after 
heavy rains, the town's public works 
superintendent said, and the DPW is 
doing what it can. 

Following the temporary closure 
of at least three streets and flooded 
conditions reported on others after 
a July 18 storm, Christopher Golba 
blamed the weather. 

“If you get 2 inches of rain in four 
days, its going to be all right, said 
Golba. “But we got 2 inches in about 
a few hours. It’s going to cause some 
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backup.’ 

Golba said the July 18 storm over- 
whelmed the storm drain system. 
He said his DPW workers responded 
to several reports of flooding. They 
were assisted by the Agawam Police 
Department, Fire Department and 
Emergency Management Agency. 

“We assisted several agencies in 
shutting down some roads temporar- 
ily,’ said Police Sgt. Steve Grasso, also 
the safety officer for the town. 

Feeding Hills Center; Mill and 
Poplar streets; and Mill and Suffield 
streets were among those that had to 
be shut down briefly while the DPW 
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investigated the catch basins in those 
areas. 

“Tt was not that the catch basins 
were backed up, said Golba. “It was 
simply the amount of rain that fell in 
such a short period of time. There was 
not much we could do with that be- 
cause of the extraordinary amount of 
rain we experienced. 

Golba said the town has identi- 
fied a few problem areas where street 
flooding is more of an issue. There are 
drainage issues on Meadow Street, 
on Arnold Street and on South Park

rivers on North Westfield, 
D South Westfield, Southwick and 

Springfield streets will have to 
wait another couple of years before the 
long-awaited reconfiguration of the of- 
ten congested crossroad. 

Michelle Chase, the town engineer, 
said the state plans to have a “25 per- 
cent” design plan ready for public com- 
ment in September. If the project con- 
tinues on schedule, it could be bid in 
the summer of 2018, with construction 
finishing at the end of 2019 or mid-2020. 

The new design will provide dedicat- 
ed left-turn lanes in all directions. Com- 
ing from the west, traffic on Southwick 
Street will now have three lanes — left, 
through and right — rather than the 
current two. 

It was supposed to start construc- 
tion this year, but the project was de- 
layed to accommodate the towns re- 
quest for a new traffic pattern around 
Granger School. 

Chase said the current traffic pat- 
tern, with a right-turn-only lane and a 
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Pedestrians, school traffic, two state routes and busy Springfield Street come together at the 
often-congested Feeding Hills Center. The state plans to reconfigure the intersection in 2019. 
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combined through and left-turn lane 
from Southwick Street, is designed to 
most efficiently funnel Route 57 traf- 
fic toward the expressway entrance 
on South Westfield Street. Combining 
through and right-turning traffic into 
one lane would cause Route 57 traf- 
fic to back up, she said. Chase said the 
town has looked at changing the light 
sequence, but nothing would have a 
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significant impact apart from adding a 
third lane.

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Council must take 
stand on marijuana 


Reests of how one feels about statewide ap- 


proval of recreational marijuana, the people 

have spoken. So it’s troubling that the bill that 
is now the law of the land seems to offer little means 
for those same people to weigh in as the new industry 
develops. 

It is hard to argue that this was an oversight, 
considering the level of minutiae expounded upon 
in “An Act to Ensure Safe Access to Marijuana, 
signed by Gov. Charles Baker in a public ceremony 
last week. 

The bill establishes a Cannabis Control Com- 
mission, appointed by the governor, treasurer and 
attorney general, and responsible for establishing 
a procedure for licensure of marijuana growers 
and sellers. There will also be a Cannabis Advisory 
Board that will research everything from the pub- 
lic health and safety ramifications in communities 
as well as acceptable marketing practices. Those in 
law enforcement, and even those who watch polling 
carefully, saw the will of the people swaying years 
ago when it came to the desire for recreational mar- 
ijuana to be available, so it’s a shame that it took the 
state this long to ponder impacts. It is daunting to 
reflect that a few years into the legalization of med- 
ical marijuana, towns in Western Massachusetts 
are still grappling with siting them, even though 
many municipalities don't want to reject the poten- 
tial revenue. 

In any case, the recent bill — which incorporates 
the medical marijuana industry into the evolving 
legal construct — does allow for towns and cities 
to ban or restrict businesses offering recreational 
marijuana. Most towns require a referendum vote 
to do so; for those like Agawam, which voted “no” 
(50.8 percent) on legalization last November, all 
that’s necessary is a vote of the City Council. 

If the town takes no action, a recreational mar- 
ijuana shop could be approved in Agawam as soon 
as July 2018. That’s almost a year away, but if the 
town does want to allow dispensaries, it may need 
that much time to iron out the zoning require- 
ments. Before this new law passed, the council had 
discussed enacting a moratorium on marijuana re- 
tail, to buy time to craft zoning restrictions on dis- 
pensaries. The mayor proposed such a moratorium 
last month, and it’s going to take until Sept. 5, ac- 
cording to the council's published agenda, to hold 
the public hearing on it. 

It took a petition from the citizens to make legis- 
lators even consider recreational marijuana. Their 
wishes must be respected, and the new state law is 
a good step in that direction. Whether or not a dis- 
pensary comes to Agawam, residents of town can 
already use home-grown marijuana, and soon — a 
year from now — they will be able to buy cannabis 
in a neighboring town, if not in Agawam. 

For the towns that voted against recreational 
marijuana, the provision making it easier to ban 
dispensaries is a welcome change. 

After several months, the state Legislature has 
done its job in setting a date for the start of retail 
sales and clarifying the licensing and regulatory 
structure. Now it’s the local City Council's job to de- 
bate whether Agawam will welcome this new type 
of business — and if so, under what conditions.

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Terrace. The intersections closed by public 
safety officials on July 18 are not consid- 
ered problem areas, and simply could not 
handle the volume of rain, he said. 

He said a task force that is currently 
looking into how the town will comply with 
updated federal stormwater regulations 
may help address deficiencies in catch ba- 
sins and other drainage infrastructure. It 
will cost money. One proposal is to estab- 
lish a storm water utility, a new enterprise 
fund in town. 

“It would need its own utility because 
the water enterprise only deals with the 
towns drinking water, said Golba. “The 
sewer enterprise only deals with sewage 
and waste water. 

Stormwater is a separate system with 
a separate infrastructure. The town will 
spend $153,748 on a contract just signed to 
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re-establish the drainage system on Arnold 
Street. Golba said the project is relatively 
small. A utility may be necessary to provide 
a funding source to deal with future larg- 
er drainage infrastructure improvements 
that are needed. 

Other problem areas, like Meadow 
Street, receive “aggressive” catch basin 
cleaning from DPW workers, Golba said. 
They are often assisted by public safety offi- 
cials to divert traffic during heavy flooding. 

Grasso said motorists should always try 
to avoid driving straight through flooded 
roadways. During the July 18 storm, the 
Police Department did respond to several 
stalled vehicle calls in flooded roadways. 

“Motorists should use extreme caution 
in going through these roadways, said 
Grasso.

“I know that oftentimes, people are 
frustrated when they can't get exactly to a 
place where they want to, Gillis said Tues- 
day. 

Meyers, who owns Stay and Play Laun- 
dromat, said officers and utility crews tres- 
passed on his property and told customers 
they could not enter his parking lot during 
utility work last weekend. He said the offi- 
cer at the scene was confrontational with 
his store manager and refused to speak 
with him on the phone. He said he had a 
hard time convincing the shift sergeant, as 
well, that customers have a right to access 
his business even when the road is being 
worked on. 

Gillis said he was on vacation during 
the dispute with Meyers, and is still looking 
into what happened. He said his depart- 
ment recognizes the value of businesses in 
town. 

“When were diverting traffic from a 
particular area, it’s for public safety con- 
cerns and nothing else, Gillis said. “We 
always do our best not to interfere with 
businesses in town.’ 

Keeping the lines of communication 
open between the states construction 
manager, police and local businesses 
and residents will be important, said City 
Councilor Paul Cavallo. Councilor Rich- 
ard Theroux suggested tasking the may- 
ors Business Modernization Committee 
with making sure merchants are informed 
about traffic changes, closures and how ac- 
cess to their parking lots will be mangaged. 

The scope of the project extends beyond 
the immediate approach to the bridge, said 
Town Engineer Michelle Chase. Roadway 
improvements — and road construction 
— will affect River Road and Memorial 
Avenue in West Springfield, and both the 
Main-Springfield-Suffield streets intersec- 
tion and the crossing of Springfield and 
Walnut streets on the Agawam side. 

“The project itself is not just the bridge 
project, but three intersections, Chase 
said. 

Modernizing the intersections means 
adding new turning lanes and a separated, 
dedicated bike path through the area. This 
means a wider roadway and, in some plac- 
es, land takings. 

The largest of the takings is at the 
shopping plaza at Springfield and Suffield 
streets, where Rockys Ace Hardware, Rite 
Aid and Friendly’ are located. To fit a wid- 
er intersection, the Rocky's parking lot will 
lose 46 spaces. 

Walnut Street will be widened, too, and 
Block will lose the five parking spaces in 
front of his building, while TD Bank will 
lose three spaces. Some other properties, 
such as the laundromat, will see land tak- 
en for utility easements but will not lose 
parking. 

Chase said affected landowners have 
received a description of the proposed tak- 
ings and the appraised value, which the 
town or the state is willing to pay them. 
They can ask for more money, but if offi- 
cials stand by the original appraisal, their 
only recourse is to sue in court. 

Several landowners are being asked by 
the town to sell portions of their property 
for temporary or permanent easements, 
including 12 Springfield St., the laundro- 
mat; 18-20 Springfield St., a gas station; 
40 Springfield St., the TD Bank branch; 60

Although the state plans to keep 
at least one lane open, each way, 
throughout the three-year recon- 
struction of the Morgan-Sullivan 
Bridge, it is expected that more driv- 
ers will choose to use the closest al- 
ternative, the Vietnam Veterans Me- 
morial Bridge in North Agawam. 

Many commuters currently avoid 
the bridge because the roadway is 
blocked, several times a day, when 
trains pull in to the rail yard in West 
Springfield. Trains routinely stop for 
half an hour or more while parked 
across the grade-level crossing on 
Front Street in West Springfield, turn- 
ing a shortcut for drivers into a long 
wait. 

To help drivers plan their trips 
more efficiently, the state plans to 
install four message boards — two in 
Agawam, two in West Springfield — 
to warn when a train is blocking the 
North Agawam bridge. The Agawam 
message boards would be set up at 
O’Brien’ Corner and at Walnut Street. 


Springfield St., the Walgreens pharmacy; 
and 53-57 and 63-79 Springfield St., the 
former Food Mart plaza. Other properties 
include 322-340, 325-327 and 351 Walnut 
Street Ext.; and 260, 266, 295-299 and 303 
Walnut St., Block's jewelry store. Some of 
the easements are required to accommo- 
date new turning lanes or the planned ded- 
icated bike lane. Some are small takings to 
install new utility poles. 

Closer to the bridge itself, the state is 
handling the land takings and easements. 
Affected properties include 7-19 Spring- 
field St., the Rocky's plaza; 10 Main St. and 
23 Suffield St., the former gas station and 
motel properties that are now vacant lots 
owned by Colvest Group; and 24, 36, 46, 50 
and 68 Main St., a line of properties that in- 
cludes three homes, Town Hall and Rober- 
ta Doering School. 

One property that won't give up land is 
the mobile home park next to Walgreens 
on Springfield Street. Chase said some of 
the trailers encroach on the current road- 
way easement, and the state had hoped 
to widen the road further, but forcing the 
park to move residences would have de- 
layed the construction project. Instead, the 
state is allowing only 2-foot shoulders to be 
built in that section of Springfield Street, 
rather than the standard 5-foot shoulder. 

The replacement of the bridge, and re- 
building of roads leading up to it, is sched- 
uled to take three years, starting after this 
years Eastern States Exposition. Chase 
said construction phasing will not be de- 
termined until a contractor is hired, so the 
state cannot yet say when particular inter- 
sections will be worked on. 

Additionally, the town hopes to rebuild 
O'Briens Corner — the X-shaped meeting 
of Maple, North and Springfield streets, 
just up the hill from the Walnut Street 
intersection — in conjunction with the 
bridge project. That would add to conges- 
tion on Springfield Street and may necessi- 
tate additional land takings.

Tuesday and was expected to take a few 
more days. Monday morning, several local 
politicians gathered to cheer on the work- 
ers. For Mayor Richard Cohen, the demo- 
lition was the end of nearly two decades of 
wrestling with what to do with the town's 
most prominent blighted property, taking 
considerable political flak for placing his 
faith in private ownership while critics de- 
manded that he spend tax dollars to pur- 
chase the building and demolish it. 

“Hes my hero right now, Cohen said of 
Peter. 


The contamination — also known as 
perchloroethylene, or “perc” — followed 
the flow of groundwater northeast from 
the Games and Lanes property. The south- 
ern end of the property was not contami- 
nated, but other businesses, roughly on 
a direct line from Games and Lanes to 
the Morgan-Sullivan Bridge, were. Levels 
of contamination at neighboring parcels 
have also dropped to the point where they 
are considered acceptable for commercial 
properties. 

The building itself was not contaminat- 
ed, although an environmental monitoring 
company is overseeing the demolition to 
ensure that pieces of the roof — which con-

said there has been “a lot of interest.’ 

The property is zoned for mixed use, 
making it available for retail development, 
like the strip malls across the street; pro- 
fessional offices; or light industrial use, like 
the businesses along Ramah Circle imme- 
diately to the south. Under the mixed-use 
zoning law, a commercial building could 
even have residential apartments on its up- 
per floors. 

“Ideally, you want something that’s a lit- 
tle less industrial, something that will bring 
foot traffic down here,’ said Marc Strange, 
the towns planning and community devel- 
opment director. 

Peter purchased 346-350 Walnut Street 
Ext. in April 2016. The property, a bowling 
alley and fun center in the 1990s, had ex- 
tensive tetrachloroethylene contamination 
from drycleaning operations in its previous 
use as a uniform company. 

The former owner, Manfred Tidor, spent 
$1.5 million over the past 15 years to drill 
test wells on the 2.3 acre property, treat 
groundwater and dig out contaminated 
soil. Peter continued the process over the 
past year, finally securing certification 
from the state Department of Environmen- 


Construction waste is being trucked to 
a landfill in Rensselaer, N.Y. Peter said on 
Tuesday that he had initially budgeted for 
12 truckloads of material, but may need as 
few as eight. He said he expects the demoli- 
tion to be complete this week. 

Arment Trucking of Springfield is han- 
dling the demolition. Springfield Abate- 
ment Inc. is supervising the removal of as- 
bestos. Peter said the cost of the demolition 
is in “six figures.” 

Games and Lanes closed after a fire, 
then laid idle for 15 years. During that time 
it was occupied by homeless people and 
trashed by vandals. Though Peter said the 
35,000-square foot building was still struc- 
turally sound — and, until last month, he 
was trying to market it as a renovation 
project for a future owner — the roof had 
collapsed in several locations. 

Peter, who is based in Foxborough, 
founded Site Redevelopment Technologies 
after a career as an environmental reme- 
diation engineer for oil companies and in 
the Big Dig highway tunnel project in Bos- 
ton. He purchases contaminated proper- 
ties and cleans them up, then usually sells 
them to a developer. He says if he is unable
